Examiners draws applicant's attention to Figure 6 (although Figure 4 applies 
also) where an end segment is considered to be from the point where item 5 is marked to the end where item 3 is marked. The claim 
limitatin requires the end segment have two narrowings ( where the items 3 and 5 are marked). The one swelling is considered to be the 
region of 2A. The claim limitation requires a swelling but has not required the swelling to be In any specific direction. The maximum 
diameter of this end segment is less than the maximum diameter of a a non end segment which is considered to be in the region of item 2 
Claims are given their broadest reasonable interpretation. 
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
